for the relief that is afforded by the bill, we 
consider the exception of lamber as an in- 
defensible concession to a monopoly. The 


reason given for the exception of lumber is 
@itegether absurd. It is stated that the 


stook an hand in Wisconsin and Michigan 
_ Weogreatthatit isnot probable that avy 
lamber would be imported from Canada. Ii 
danger of importing foreign lumber was 
‘so very remote, why except lumber from the 
operations of the bill! No stronger reason, 
even from the Protection standpoint, could 
bo given for suspending the duty, than that 
pone of the article will be imported. 
Tho petty meanness of these lumbermen of 
Michigan will probably have in the end a 
wheleseme effect, There are eight or ten 
States supplied with lamber almost exelu- 
sively through the Chicago market. Every 
farm-house, barn, corn-crib, fence, and out- 
honse in the West has to pay #2 per thou- 
_ sand, as a special tax, to tue owners of these 
pine forests, for the privilege of using Michi- 
gan lumber. This tax is levied without con- 
sideration of any kind > it is: plain robbery, 
committed with all the effrontery of the 
_. feotpad whe collects his money on the 
“stand and @eliver” method. Besides those 
States supplied through Chicago, there are 
others whose people are supplied from other 
lake ports. All are taxed in the same 
Way. The tenacity. with which these 
men cling to their license to 


rob isshown im the persistent fight they 
have tiade on this Chicago Relief bill. The 
whole people are now advised, and we 
trust thatfrom all parts of the country 
there will go up to Congress a demand that 
this meanest of all the many mean taxes | 


imposed by the tariff will be repealed.

GOVERNOR PALMER AND THE BURNT 


RECORDS BILL. 


The people of Chicago owe Governor Palm- 
~er adebtof gratitude for his interference 
with the course of the Burnt Records bill. He 
notified the friends of the bill of certain giar- 
ins defects in it, and thus enabled them to 
avoid a veto by recalling it. This action 
has provoked severe criticism upon the Gov- 
ernor, but he can rest assured that, now that 
the defects of the bill have been exposed. he 
is sustained by the almost unanimous senti- 


ment of the people of this city. 


It will seem surprising that the bill could 
have passed a Legislature full of lawyers 
without those defects arresting the serious 
attention of the many eminent gentlemen in 
both hauses, but it is gratifying to know 
thata majority of the Jadiciary Committee 
of the Senate have finally decided upon 
amendments which will relieve the bill of 
many of its more glaring errors. The bill as 
it stood made it the duty of the County 
Board to examine inte the state of 
the records of the county, and, 
in ease they found any abstracts 
and other transcripts of records fairly made 
before the-fire,to purchase the same: the 
amendment rejnires this examination to be 
made by the judicial officers of the county. 
who shall place on file a certificatethat such 
abstracts tend to show a chain of title to the 
lands in said county; and, upon this certifi- 
cate, the County Board may, with the ap- 


proval of tlle Judges, purchase the same. 


The bill as it passed required that these 
abstract of records, and all deeds or other in- 
struments in writing, when offered in evi- 
dence, “sball be presumed to have been ex- 
ecuted and acknowledged according tolaw.” 
The amendment made in this particular is. 
that presumptions shall not be made against 
persons in the quiet and peaceablé posses- 
sion of lands before the fire, and who, in 
consequence of the destruction of the build- 
ings thereon, abandoned actual possession 
for the time; nor against infants, or married 
women claiming interest in their own right, 


nor against persons of unsound mind. 


The bill conferred the right to bring suit, 
by chancery ing to have titles con- 
th wed, „any person clarming title.“ 
The amendment limits this privilege to those 

who at the time the records were destroyed 
were in the possession of the lands aud then 


claimed title thereto. 


Tho bill as it passed required the petitioner 
te describe the lands, and to name all the 
persons claiming estate in fee in the same, 
with all the conveyances of the same re- 
corded sinee the fire, 60 far as the same are 
known to the petitioner, and all persons se 

„ named in the petition shall be made defend- 
ants;“ this has been amended by inserting 
that all persone “so required to be named” in 
the petition shall be made defendants. 
The amendment further provides that the 
person who shall falsely swear to said peti- 
tion shall be deemed guilty of perjury, and 
punished accordingly; and the person filing 
said petition, as well as the person swearing 
thereto, shall be liable in damages to the per- 


don infared by such false statement. 


‘The bill originally provided that, if nc de- 
murter or answer to a petition shall be filed 
bp the third day of the term, the petition 
may be taken as confessed, and a decree 
entered according to the prayer of the peti- 
toner: to this has been added that the decree 
hall be entered “upon proof of the facts 


stated in the petition.”

OF THE FRENCH-AB MS 

TIGATION 
from the Norddeutdyre 
meine Zeitung which Mr. Hamlin introdaced in 
the French-arms investigation, the other day, 
and Which has been used to defeat the pur- 
pose of the investigation , has received a very 
sndden and effective quistas. The purport 
of the extract was, that the German Govern. | 
ment took no interest, or, at most, only a 
negative interest, in the question of the sale | 
of arms to France; consequently it is asked, 
if Germany cares nothing about it, why | 
should the United States “ The argument | 
bas the t of plausibility, but is destitute 
se the investigation was not 
started for the benefit of Germany, but for 
the correction of misdemeanors at home. 

It now appears that instead of Germany 

being indifferent to the investigation, Ger- 
many is very considerably exercised con- 
cerning it. The Verddentsche Allgemeine Zei- 
| tung does not speak the sentiments of the 
German people. neither are its sentiments 
inspired by the German Emperor. It is the 
organ of Bismarek, and only reflects the 
Chancellor's opinions. The Berlin corre- 
spondent of the Breslau Gazette, who is 
always well informed of what is going on at 
the Prussian Court, makes some statements 
concerning the effect of the investigation in 
Germany, and these have been confirmed by 
subsequent cable despatches. It seems that 
Bismarck, for various reasons, has always 
been desirous to maintain friendly re- 
lations with the United States, and has 
taken advantage of the crushing defeat of 
France to smooth over the whole matter by 
soothing articles in his organ, one of which 
was quoted by Mr. Hamlin. The articles, 
however, have not soothed either the Ger- 
man people or the Emperor,—a fact which 
gives point to the remark of Mr. Schurz,that 
it would be well for American Senators if 
they would study the policy of foreign Gov- 
ernmenta, so that they might express them- 
selves intelligently and consistently when 
they speak of them. It now appears that 
the Emperor bas read the testimony with 
surprise and indignation, and that among 
German politicians it is very generally con- 
ceded that, at the opening of the next ses- 
sion of the German Pariiament, an inquiry 
into the subject, coupled with a vote of 
censure of Bismarck’s conduct, will be moved 
by the Opposition. In the Liberal circles of 
Germany, opinion is very much divided, and, 
while some do not wish the relations be- 
tween the two countries to be disturbed, the 
majority do not approve of Bismarck’s policy 
of acquiescence in a violation of neutrality, 
and are of opinion “that the Cabinet at 
Washington should be promptiy called upon 
fox an explanation of the damning facts 
brought forward.” 

This state of the facts ends the argument 
that Germany does not care for the investi- 
Bat whether Germany does or does 
not care for it, is of the least account to us, 
Assuming that Germany takes no interest in 
it, that does not alter the gravity of the of- 
fence. It does not lessen the guilt of the 
forger who defrands a bank, that the bank, 
tor reasons best known to itself, does not 
prosecute him. If the United States has vio- 
lated international law, and also its own 
law, by selling arms to France while that 
nation was engaged in war with Germany, 
the United States must purge itself of that 
wrong, whether Germany complains or not. 
If we are unwilling to investigate thai 
charge upon a sufficient indictment, what 
right have weto make complaint against 
Great Britain for a similar offence? The 
Senators who are threwing obstacles in the 
way of this investigation are the very ones 
who are the most frantic in demanding indi- 
rect damages from’Great Britain. But how 
can we refuse o inquire whether we have 
violated a law in one case, and yet demand 
extortionate damages for the violation of 
the same law in another? Are we ndt. es- 
tablishing a precedent thereby which will 
efford Great Britain the very pretext she 
desires to overthrow the Geneva Arbitra- 
tion! Thecourse of the opposition iu these 
regards ie only worthy of 
They institute a claim against Great britain, 
and, when that claim is brought up for trial, 
not content with demanding a fair aporaisa! 
of the property destroyed, they bring in a
